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Senior Band Outfitted 
In Colorful Uniforms 


The Vulcan County Senior Band, 
in operation about nine months, 
now has a complete set of spark¬ 
ling new-condition uniforms, which 
must indicate great enthusiasm if 
not matching playing ability. 

Actually the band was stepping 
carefully into this phase of ad¬ 
vancement and had practically 
placed an order for cowboy hats 
around which a temporary outfit 
would be assembled. 

The sudden opportunity to pur¬ 
chase this set of uniforms came 
last week from the Raymond band 
and a rush decision had to be 
made. The cost per uniform was 
set at $10 and following inspection 
of a sample mailed to Vulcan, a 
trip to Raymond by members of 
the band executive revealed too 
great an opportunity to pass up. 

As a result, the band is now 
outfitted in colorful red and gold 
uniforms. These were originally 
purchased from a school band in 
Virginia, USA, are of good quality 
material and are in extremely 
well-kept condition. < 

Payment for these uniforms in 
the amount of $420 has been parti¬ 
ally made through existing band 
funds, however a small amount re¬ 
mains owing. The band, although 
confident their cause is as worthy 
as many others in town which de¬ 
pend on public support to a degree, 
has been reluctant to go directly 
to merchants, clubs, lodges, etc. 
for financial help. However mer¬ 
chants contacted have appeared 
more than willing to purchase a 
uniform each for the group and 
organizations have indicated a de¬ 
sire to add their support as well 
so it would appear the time has 
come. There is a continuing over¬ 
head facing the band in cost of 
instruction, music, instrument re¬ 
pairs and other items in addition 
to the uniform obligation. The fin¬ 
ance committee of Dave Schler- 
man. Joe Gerding and Jack Thur- 
ber is planning to approach these 
groups and merchants to outline 
the band’s position and offer sug¬ 
gestions to those willing to give 
assistance. Presently, members of 
the band pay dues which help pay 
operating costs. but leaves little 
toward purchase of major needs 
such as instruments. Although 
some of the more expensive instru¬ 
ments have already been purchas¬ 
ed and paid for, others in use have 
far outlived their years and should 
be replaced. Anyone wishing to 
give immediate help to the band 
may do so by contacting either of 
the above named members.

OUTDOOR COOKIN’ TIME'. 

With a long weekend coming up 
and fair weather, we hope, out¬ 
door eating will be in the spotlight 
again.. 

If you’re planning the weekend 
away, you’ll want to plan your 
menus in advance. Probably steaks 


or barbecued chicken wi 
for one of your meals. 

For a quick and easy meal, a 
foil cooked meal on the barbecue 
or in the open fire is simple to 
prepare. Once you try it, you will 
use it often with your own varia¬ 
tions. 

Chicken-In-A-Packet:— 

Place individual servings of 
chicken (cut-up> in squares of foil 
large enough to fold completely 
over the chicken. Before closing 
packet, sprinkle chicken with 1-2 
teaspoons of dehydrated onion soup 
mix. Using a drugstore fold, wrap 
chicken in the foil. At the same 
time, scrub and wrap medium sized 


potatoes in aluminum foil. Bury 
in the hot coals or place on the 
grill. Cook for t hbur or until the 
chicken is tender and the potatoes 
cooked. Turn packets once or twice 
to provide even cooking. Serve 
with a tossed salad and French 
bread. 


Hamburger A La Foil:— 

For an individual serving, form 
a 1 1 lb. ground beef into a pattie. 
Spread well with prepared must¬ 
ard. Place some carrot and potato 
slices on top and along sides of 
the meat. Slice some onion on top 
if desired; season with salt and 
pepper, sprinkle with water and 
wrap in foil. Place on the grill, 
allowing about 7 minutes on both 
sides. 

On your weekend excursion, a 
handy item to take along is a bar 
of laundry soap. Rub the bottom 
and sides of aluminum pots and 
pans with soap. Smoke from the 
fire will wash off like magic!

monstrations. It is with a recollec¬ 
tion of these events that our 
County Agricultural Service Board 
wishes to draw to everyone’s at¬ 
tention the need for planning a 
rotation that will assist in control¬ 
ling soil drifting. 

Research has shown that with 
average precipitation, stubble land 
can be successfully re-cropped if 
depth of moist soil is at least 18 
inches in clay soils, 24 inches in 
loams, and 30 inches or more in 
sandy soils. By knowing the depth 
of moist soil in your land, a re¬ 
cropping program can then be con¬ 
sidered. This might also be of as¬ 
sistance in getting some smaller 
strips which are useful aids in the 
control of soil drifting. 

Records at the Lethbridge Re¬ 
search Station have shown that 
when precipitation during the 
growing season averaged 7.4 inches, 
each foot of moist soil measured in 
the stubble prior to seeding a se¬ 
cond wheat crop accounted for 
slightly more than 2'i bushels of
